One week before the Nation- 
al Bank of Washington filed its 
suit, an Evansville, Ind., man 
sued Duncan in Bexar county 
for $500,000 as an outgrowth of 
a business deal in which he 
said Duncan didn’t pay off. 

Another Indiana interest is 
suing Duncan for $150,000 at 
federal court in Houston. 

Since the Associated Press 
began investigating Duncan 
last fall, he had refused to re- 
spond to 'written or telephoned 
inquiries.
